Dear Mr. Tatro: 

Your letter of March 12, 1980, addressed to Olin Corporation, 
Winchester Western Division regarding the 6.5mm Mannlicher- 
Carcano mi litary ammunition allegedly involved in the assassination 
of President John F. Kennedy was referred to me for handling. 

We have no present knowledge as to whether the Warren Com- 
mission, FBI, CIA or House Select Committee questioned anyone in 
our organization regarding the purchase of this ammunition. All 
persons who might have been questioned are deceased. 

As explained in my letter of August 23, 1978, this ammunition 
was manufactured on a one time basis under a contract with U.S. 
Ordnance Department and was shipped to Raritan Arsenal, Nixon, NJ 
between April 1, 1954 and May 28, 1954. 

Our records do not show any involvement of CIA or USMC in 
the purchase.
